PLOT TO PRODUCE 
BIG BILLS NIPPED 


One Prisoner Recently 
Deported After Serving 
15 Years in U. S. Prison 
Here on Same Charge. 


Three men were arrested and ap- 
paratus for counterfeiting 50 cent 
pieces was confiscated Sunday after- 
noon by secret service agents and city 
detectives in a raid which came as 
the aftermath of the nation-wide fed- 


eral war against crime and criminals. 
Agents believe they nipped a whole- 
sale counterfeiting ring in the bud. 

The three caught were Luis Eduar- 
do -DeShelley, 45,. a native of Vene- 
zuela: W. E. Bartlett, 25, who gave 
a Dill avenue address and J. B. Dod- 
son, 38, also of Dill avenue. They were 
held in the city jail and will be 
arraigned before Commissioner E. S. 
Griffith Tuesday. 

DeShelley is said to be a nodted 
counterfeiter and artist and it is 
stated, was only recently deported 
from the United States after serving 
a 15-year sentence at the federal peni- 
tentiary here for counterfeiting. Bart- 
lett, secret service men said, is also 
a former convict, having served time 
at Chillicothe reformatory. 

Dodson was taken into custody Sun- 
day night and will be held for inves- 
tigation by the federal men. Agents 
did not say what his record had been. 

Seventy-five almost perfect imita- 
tion half dollars were found in the 
room DeShelley and Bartlett were oc- 
cupying at the Lenox hotel, at 4 Por- 
ter place, and agents confiscated acids, 
plaster of paris silver plates, an elec- 
tro-plating apparatus and copper 
plates and electric needles such as used 
in etching and engraving. 

The bogus money was silver-plated 
and federal men said it was probably 
the best ever made. ‘The silver plate 
made acid tests give authority to the 
money, except-when the surface was 
scratched deep enough to reveal the 
“high speed babbit, and glass” which 
formed the foundation. 

G. H. Brodnax and Cecil H. Jones 
of the secret service and City Detec- 
tives P. B. Dailey, W. L. Tyson and 
R. E. Pollard made the arrests short- 
ly after 3 o’clock Sunday afternoon 
after DeShelley and Bartlett had been 
shadowed for several days hy agents. 

Jones said federal men believed a 
plot for wholesale reproduction of 
big bills had been nipped in the bud 
by the arrests, because copper plates 
and electric needles were found in 
DeShelley’s room.

HIS TAX PROPOSAL 
DIRECT 10 PEOPLE 


Governor’s 10-Mill Plan 
Address to House and 
Senate Wednesday Will 
Be Carried Over Radio. 


Governor Talmadge announced Sun- 
day from his farm near McRae that 


of the general assembly at 10 o’clock 
Wednesday morning to ask for ap- 
proval of his plan for a 10-mill over 
all ad valorem tax limitation. 

The chief executive has been invited 
to address a joint session of the house 
and senate and he announced that he 
would make the speech Wednesday 
morning. The governor is week-ending 
at his farm and today will go to 
Savannah where tonight he addresses 
the annual St. Patrick’s Day banquet 
of the Hibernian Society of Chatham 
County. 

In announcing that he would accept 
the invitation of the legislature and 
the hour of the speech the governor 
made it known that the address would 
be broadcast over the radio, the sta- 
tion to be announced later. 


Talmadge Going to People. 
In putting the speech on the radio 


‘Governor Talmadge is doing with this 


proposal just what he does with all 
of his policies—going to the people. 
The house has passed the Rivers 


|plans for a $5,000 homestead exemp- 


tion and the senate has substituted for 
it the governor’s limitation program. 
The amended proposed constitutional 
amendment was rejected by the house 
and the matter goes to a conference 
committee which will be named by 
Speaker E. D. Rivers of the house, 
the author of the homestead exemp- 
tioti plan, and Senate President 
Charles D. Redwine. It is not expect- 
ed that the conferees will meet until 
after the house and senate have heard 
the governor's address Wednesday 
morning. 
In broadcasting the speech the gov- 
ernor is known to feel that if his 
plan appeals more to the people than 
the Rivers plan they will call on their 
representatives in the lower branch of 
the assembly to agree with the senate 
amendment and submit the limitation 
proposal instead of the homestead ex- 
emption proposal. Any measure look- 
ing to relief from ad valorem taxes 
must be submitted to the people in the 
next general election in the form of 
a constitutional amendment. 

Special Session Promised. 
The governor has said that in the 
event his limitation plan is adopted 
by the general assembly and approved 
by the people he will call an extraordi- 
nary session of the general assembly 
immediately after ratification of the 
amendment and call on it to apply new 
taxes to take the place of those which 
have been relieved. 
Although the chief executive is 
known to be opposed to a. sales tax 
at this time, capitol observers feel 
that in the event there is relief from 
the ad valorem system voted, a sales 
tax of some kind must inevitably re- 
Speaker Rivers is an outspoken 
advocate of the sales tax. 
The tax problem also is involved in 
another proposed constitutional amend- 
ment on which the house and senate 
have failed to agree. This amendment 
would give the next legislature au- 
thority to levy a tax on intangible 
properties. 
The amendment as approved by the 
house merely stated that the next gen- 
eral assembly would have authority to 
fix a levy on intangibles. The senate 
amended this resolution to provide a 
limitation of five mills on these proper- 
ties and also to divide the yield from 
the tax between the state, the coun- 
ties and the municipalities. The sen- 
ate proposed that the cities get 40 
per cent of the yield, the counties 40 
per cent and the state the remaining 
20 per cent. 
Like the ad valorem relief proposal, 
this matter is with a conference com- 
mittee which also will wait until after 
the governor's Wednesday speech be- 
fore meeting to settle the issue. 
Important Matters Face Solons. 
Although the tax problem is the 
greatest confronting the legislature as 
it enters the final week of its regu- 


lar biennial session this morning, there 


are many more important matters yet 
to be considered. 

Chief among these is the genera] 
appropriations act which is now be- 
fore the senate committee on appro-

AS NAZIS STRIKE 
AT GrURGH REVOLT 


Churches Forcibly In- 
vaded as Hitler Also Ar- 
rests Catholic Mother 
and Shrine Master. 


BERLIN, March 17.—(4)—Seven 
hundred pastors were arrested or de- 
tained today as nazi officers forcibly 
invaded Protestant churches through- 
out Germany to stamp out religious 
opposition, 

Among those arrested was Rev. Mar- 


| tin Niemoeller, leader of the Confes- 


sional synod which has bitterly fought 
the nazi program to unify the Ger- 
man Protestant churches. He was tak- 
en to Alexander-Platz police headquar- 
ters late tonight. 

It was believed the number of those 
arrested would be much higher when 
fuller reports came in from the prov- 
inces. 

These churchmen had defied the se- 
cret police ban on reading the violent 
anti-nazi manifesto issued by the Con- 
fessional church synod a week ago, 
which caused so much furor in Prussia 
last Sunday. 

Berlin opposition circles received ad- 
ditional reports of 190 arrests of min- 
isters in Silesia and many more in 
Saxony. Confessional leaders declared 
the action shows uncontrovertibly that 
the nazi authorities are identifying 
themselves with the “pagan” doctrines 
of Dr. Alfred Rosenburg, the reich’s 
philosophie dictator. 

The doors of Rev. Martin Niemoel- 
ler’s suburban church in Dahlem were 
closed when the congregation arrived. 
They. stood around a while and then 
joined iw hearty singing.

Twelve pastors were arrested at 
Magdéburg and five at Halle. 

All Prussian Protestant pastors, 
numbering about 5,000, were warned 
Saturday not to read the week-old 
document, issued by the oppositional 
church synod, which openly deplores 
the “un-Ohristian” national socialist 
regime with the claim it is under- 
mining the- religious structure of all 
Germany. 

Many of these pastors refused to 
accede to the request of the secret 
police that they promise not to men- 
tion it today. At least six Berlin 
pastors who broke their “house arrest” 
were taken to Alexander-Platz, police 
hadquarters in Berlin. It was expect- 
ed they would be released Monday. 

Nazi officials acted also against the 
Catholic and Masons. Secret police 
searched the convent of the Good 
Shepherd, a large one in north Ber- 
lin, and arrested the mother superior 
and her assistant for reasons which 
were not announced. Catholics in Ber- 
lin were boiling with resentment.

France and Russia De- 
clared Likely To Con- 
clude Alliance To Offset 
Germany’s Move. 


MOSCOW, March 18.—(Mondayy 
(P)—The government newspaper Iz- 
vesta said today Germany is making 
preparations for war and urged a 
consultation of powers interested in 
the preservation of peace. 

“The moment demands urgent de- 


cisions,” Izvesta asserted. “Germany 
has made everything clear regarding 
her aims. Other powers should make 
clear their means of defense and pro- 
tect the cause of peace for Europe 
and humanity.” 

_ Germany, the paper said, suffer- 
ing a deep economie crisis, “is in a 
hurry. The determination with which 
she is ignoring diplomatic obligations 
is symtomatic of the fact that she 
is preparing for action. 

None can say whether the matter 
will concern Austria, Danzig or 
Memel, but there can be no doubt 
that Germany’s latest move forecasts 
acts of political aggression. In this 
Situation everything depends on 
whether the powers against whom this 
action is directed will speedily work 
out a system of mutual aid fo be em- 
proved in the case of Germ/a aggres- 
ion, 

“If Germany should be made to un- 
derstand that this system will be en- 
foreed, with her participation if she 
desires and without it if she refuses, 
then we are convinced she will realize 
that she is weaker than the other 
powers put together.” 

Pravda’s Comment. 

The communist party organ Pravda 
said Hitler had declared the Versailles 
treaty a “scrap of paper.” The au- 
thoritative newspaper “for industrial- 
ization” said it was known Germany 
was preparing for waft even before 
yesterday's announcement, adding 
that this was responsible for increas- 
ae measures in the U. S, 


Notice was delivered through the 
press on Thursday that if England, 
whose policy is viewed here as inde- 
cisive and encouraging to Germany, 
makes concessions to Hitler, these 
measures will be still further in- 
creased.

Representative Hancock: “I do 
not want to involve you in any other 
legislation, but there are two measures 
of great importance pending before 
congress at this time, involving the 
payment of money. One is known as 
the Vinson bill and the other the 
|Patman bill, and under the ‘former, 
bonds likely would be used to secure 
the currency, whereas under the lat- 
ter it would be paid with United 
States notes.” 

Asked about the exchange, Repre- 
sentative Vinson, democrat, Kentucky, 
— of the other major bonus bill, 
said: 

“There is no stipulation in the Pat- 
man bill that the gold should be used 
aS a reserve against the new cur- 
rency. No use of gold in the treas- 
ury, or even gold certificates, in 
connection with these new United 
States notes is even referred to.” 

His supporters agreed the Patman 
contention was that the $8,000.000.,- 
000 plus in gold now in the treasury 
would make the currency sound. But 
they pointed out that $2,000,000,000 
of that was tied_up in the stabiliza- 
tion fund, and $3,400,000,000 was 
needed to take up currency’ which 
was given to federal reserve banks 
in exchange for their: gold. 

An additional $647,000.000, 
added, is being used to retire out- 
standing treasury notes.

CHICAGO, March 17.—4)—With 
52 witnesses on call, the government 
was ready today to seek retribution 
for the slaying of two of its peace 
officers in a trial that has no prece- 


dent—the murder case again John 
Paul Chase. 

The ersewhile west coast bootleg- 
ger, accused as a confederate of the 
slain George “Baby Face” Nelson in 
the sanguinary battle of Barrington 
last November 27, is scheduled to 
come into Federal Judge Philip Sul- 
livan’s court tomorrow, named in two 
murder indictments. 

The case is the first brought un- 
der the federal statute enacted in 
May, 1934. The new law provides a 
death penalty for slayers of federal 
agents, marshals, deputy marshals, 
postal inspectors or officers of fed- 
eral penal institutions felled in the 
line of duty. 

Prominent among the prospective 
witnesses were Mrs. Helen Gillis, 
widow of the “Baby Face,’ and Mel- 
vin Purvis, of the division of inves- 
tigation, department of justice. 

Mrs. Gillis, who lay in-a muddy 
ditch at Barrington while the bullets 
whistled, will be brought here again 
from the prison farm at Milan, Mich.

Are Amazed 


Closest Aids Had No Ink- 
ling of Decree; Berlin 
Certain France and Rus- 
sia Will Unite. 


BERLIN, March 17.—(/)—Adolf 
Hitler, master of dramatic stage man- 
agement, seized upon the French cham- 
ber’s action in indorsing extended mil- 
itary service to launch the German 
governmient’s pet scheme of military 
conscription when even his closest ad- 
visers had no inkling of it. 

In that sense it was just as much 


a surprise to official Germany as to. 


the rest of Europe, today’s view of 
Saturday's cataclysmic events re- 
vealed. : 

In tracing the background leading 
to the new military declaration, it 
was recalled today that Reichswehr 
Minister Werner von Blomberg, as 
far back as December 24, 1934, stat- 
ed for the first time as responsible 
defense minister that “we see in the 
army not an instrument for aggres- 
sion or conquest but a great school 
for moulding character.” — 

Yon Blomberg’s statements given 
to the Associated Press, were then 
released by the government to the en- 
tire German press. Since then every 
informed person in Europe has known 
it was only a question of time until 
Germany would revert to her ~pre- 
war military system, but nobody, not 
even von Blomberg, knew when the 
system would hecome effective. 

As he said in the December inter- 
view, “der fuehrer alone can deter- 
mine when to acquaint the world with 
Germany's rearmament plans.” 

That Hitler staged his coup direct- 
ly before the visit of Sir John Simon, 
the British foreign secretary, is in 
keeping with his impulsiveness, Sir 
John’s visit was set for a week from 
today. 

Just as Hitler flew into a rage over 
the British white paper and suddenly 
became “ill,” so he now has become 
greatly angered over the speech Fri- 
day of French Premier Pierre-Etienne

Many Questions Raised. 

A multitude of questions arise from 
the new situation Europe faces. Will 
Sir John Simon come to Berlin; the 
opinion prevailed that he would come, 
as he had planned, but there were 
many who thought the visit would 
now be a mere courtesy call, and a 
far more important call would be 
that of Captain Anthony Eden _ to 
Moscow. 

This belief was strengthened when 
advices from Paris indicate that 
Foreign Minister Pierre Laval was 
Moving the date of his Moscow visit 
ahead. In Russian embassy quarters 
the hope was even expressed’ that 
Eden and Laval might be in Mos- 
cow at the same time. | 

That France and Russia may con- 
clude a military alliance to offset Ger- 
many’s embarkation upon military 
conscription was almost taken for 
granted in Wilhelmstrasse circles. 

One school of thought among polit- 
ical commentators held that Hitler 
may again surprise the world by of- 
fering Sir John Germany’s return 
to the League of Nations.. It was 
pointed out that he can now return 
to Geneva with a good conscience 
since Germany by her own action has 
insured her equality with other na- 
tions, 


are staunch believers in the League, 
it was argued that Hitler would 
shrewdly sidetrack the question of the 
eastern and Danubian pacts (German 
participation in these was specified in 
the Franco-British agreement at Lon- 
don), for he could then refer all such 
questions to the League, whose slow 
machinery would prevent an early 
decision. 

Just what, under the changed cir- 
cumstances, Hitler and Sir John Si- 
mon would talk about could only be 
conjectured. Hitler often makes his 
own decision without telling anybody 
beforehand. 

“Simon’sg coming is like a doctor 
arriving for a funeral,” one witty nazi 
leader commented today. 

Another international question was 
what sort of negotiations will result 
from the French war veterans’ con- 
ference with German veterans, sched- 
uled this week. Von Blomberg proba- 
bly mindful of this, paid elaborate 
tribute to Germany's former enemies 
in the field in today’s memorial serv- 
ice for German war heroes. 

New Problems Created. 

Domestically, Hitler's momentous 
decision raises a multitude of prob- 
lems. What, for instance, will be 
the relation of compulsory labor 
service to conscription? While no- 
body in authority could fully reply 
to that question today, the consensus 
seemed to be that youths leaving 
school will first go for a year to 
a labor camp, after which they will 
be drafted into the reichswehr. 

Another fundamental question is 
the future of the brown-shirted storm 
troops and the black-shirted “S. S.,”’ 
or picked guard. With conscription 
introduced, one of. the main reasons 
for the brown army’s existence passes. 
Originally intended as nazidom’s fight- 
ing arm when Hitlerism still. opposed 
the government, this army after Hit- 
ler’s seizure of power often was. used 
as an auxiliary to preserve order, but 
as the nazi state became stabilized 
this function, too, became more and 


more superfluous. 


Sections of this army were next 
given short drills under reichswehr 
tutelage, but this led to friction, cu)- 
minating in the blood purge of June 
30. Having had some military drill, 
many of the brown-shirters seemed 
to think they were more important 
than the reichswehr itself. Since the 
purge the storm troops have decided- 
ly taken a back seat, and their early 
complete disappearance seems inevi- 
— as conscription becomes _ gen- 
ral. 

The black-shirted troops probably 
will be relegated to auxiliary police 
duty, especially in the secret service. 
Also same 20,000 of the S. S. are 
expected to remain as an armed hod s- 
guard for Hitler and other cabinet 
members.

PARIS, March 17.—(?)—A_ joint 
protest by Britain, France and Italy 
to Germany and the League of Na- 
tions against Hitler’s treaty-wrecking 
re-establishment of conscript service 
and military aviation was contem- 
plated today by the three powers, 

Their united front with Russia and 
the little entente appeared to be al: 
ready functioning. Diplomats kept the 
wires hot with exchanges of views 
among the various capitals. 

The consultations provided for in 
the Rome and London accords thus 
got their first test. 

“Germany’s decision to resume un- 
restricted arming and to re-establish 
compulsory military service is of such 
gravity that it cannot remain with- 
out a protest,” it was said in a high 
French quarter. “It is only a question 
of the powers which signed the Rome 
and London accords agreeing on the 
procedure to adopt.” 

French insistence on a firm stand 
against legalizing Germany’s_ re- 
armament was communicated by R. 
H. Campbell, British minister, to a 
meeting of the cabinet in London after 
a 20-minute talk with Foreign Min- 
ister Pierre Laval. 


Laval assured Campbell of France's 
“entire confidence” in the British 
cabinet’s ultimate decision as_ to 
whether Sir John Simon goes to Ber- 
lin, and said France was awaiting a 
British plan for meeting Hitler’s 
defiance before definitely making up 
her own mind.

NEW YORK, March 17.—(UP)— 
The move to multiply the ranks of 
Germany’s arthy, in violation of mili- 
tary clauses of the Versailles treaty, 
is a very crafty action on Chancel- 
lor Adolf Hitler's part. 


In one stroke he not only satisfied 
the newly aroused nationalistic spirit 
of Germany but he also provided at 
least a partial solution of his unem- 
ployment problem. 


Hitler thus will place in the army 
some 500,000 young men who other- 
wise would have to be taken care 
of in some other way, by public 
works, a dole or some other manner. 

Left unemployed this great body of 


youth might become a menace to his 
regime. Enrolled in the army they 
will receive the excellent reichswehr 
training and become pillars of the 
state, 

Hitler also won’t have to pay them 
as much in the army as he would 
under a public works program, 

The chancellor has chosen cleverly 
the moment to make his momentous 
announcement—with Russia preoccu- 
pied with Japan on its western fron- 
tier and Italy busy shipping troops 
to Africa. Hitler exhibits the quali- 
ties of a leader. 

The possibility that General Tuden- 
dorff may return to a position of 
prominence in the new army set-up 
is interesting. When in charge of the 
army he appeared a man of great 


open rearmament, paid tribute to its 
war dead today with a gigantic dis- 
play of armed forces and a strong 
renewal of peace protestations. 

“We want a_ peaceful future,” 
Reichswehr Minister Werner von 
Blomberg solemnly told a gathering 
of government officials and foreign 
ministers among whom United States 
Ambassador William E. Dodd was 
the only representative of a major 
power.

get along. We discussed divorce for 
the first time two weeks ago in 
Egypt.” 


Princess Barbara made the seem- 
ingly paradoxical denial that they had 
had conflicting interests, quarrels or 
differences of opinion. At the same 
time she said ground for the divorce 
was “incompatability, I understand.” 

She insisted that divorce had not 
been discussed between them before 
they met in Egypt recently. She had 
been there with her cousin Jimmy 
while the prince was playing polo in 
India. When he joined her they dis- 
cussed a legal parting, but a “definite 
decision” was not reached until they 
got to Paris, said the princess. 

London in Dark. 

She came to London alone on Wed- 
nesday, leaving Donahue in Paris 
with the prince. 

“IT am friendly to both sides, of 
course, and so I stayed a few days 
with the prince,” said ‘Donahue. “The 
prince motored to Barcelona with his 
sister, Madame Sert, leaving Paris 
Friday, and I came on here to be 
with Bobby.”

At the time of the marriage Frank- 
lyn Laws Hutton, father of the bride, 
was understood to have given $1,000,- 
000 to the prince and an income of

A parental gift to the bridal couple 
also included such items as a yacht, 
while the bride presented her husband 
with a string of polo ponies and a set 
of pearl shirt studs. 

Such items were only ‘‘chicken 
feed,” however, compared to the for- 
tune of $78,000,000 of which Barbara 
Hutton received one-third from her 
grandfather, Frank W. Woolworth of 
five-and-ten-cent store fame, and from 
her grandmother. ;

Barbara was 12 years old when she 
inherited this vast sum in 1924. Next 
to Doris Duke she was thought to 
be the richest girl in the world.

000.000 despite difficult times. 

Friends of the heiress received word 
from Florida that Barbara and her 
cousin, Jimmy Donahue, could be ex- 
pected in New York in about 10 days.

This development came but a few 
hours after Secretary Morgenthau had 
announced the department was seeking 
to revive the traditional “fear of rev- 
enue officers’ and disclosed figures to 
show that more than 2,300 persons 
had been arrested since the department 
struck out ‘on its series of smuggling 
and narcotic raids last Friday. 

The capture of the Virginia moun- 
taineers today brought to attention a 
new weapon used by the treasury—a 
radio truck, swiftly mobile. The truck, 
one of several operated by the coast 
guard, is equipped with directional re- 
ceiving apparatus and used primarily 
for spotting smuggler ships. The truck 
was used today for contact with head- 
quarters and searchers. 

Coast Guard Joins In. : 

The department, working with ‘Vir- 
ginia state police and county officers 
in the capture of the bearded moun- 
taineer, Thomas Quisenberry, also util- 
ized a coast guard airplane and a half 
hundred coast guardsmen outfitted 
with rifles of a range to equal that 
with which the policeman and the alco- 
hol unit agent were shot.

He had before him a report which 
said that 2.389 had been arrested since 
an army of agents pushed out on the 
crime onslaught Friday and the word 
was given that this wouldn‘t be the 
end—the campaign would go on for an 
indefinite period. 

Morgenthau said he was “very great- 
ly encouraged” by the results of the 
co-ordinated drive of his “treasury rev- 
enue police,” comprising the six reve- 
nue law enforcement agencies of the 
treasury—the alcohol unit, the coast 
guard, customs, secret service, the nar- 
eotics bureau and agents of the intel- 
ligence unit of the bureau of internal 
revenue. 

“We are seeking by every means 
possible to rebuild respect and fear of 
revenue officers on the part of crimi- 
nals and to teach them that the condi- 
tions that prevailed in prohibition 
days are not going to be permitted to 
endure,” Morgenthau said. 

“Our duty is to protect the federal 
revenues,” he continued. “In doing 
that we are protecting the pocketbook 
of every taxpayer and his life and 
safety against a particularly obnoxious 
lot of criminals. We find that these 
gangs which steal from the govern- 
ment and the taxpayer are pretty 
closely lined together and we are link- 
ing up revenue enforcement activities 
so that we can fight them more effec- 
tively. We are breaking up these 
criminal gangs and routing them out 
of business and are using, and will 
continue to use, all the laws for the 
protection of the revenue and all the 
machniery at our command to do

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Co-operation Assured. 

The force of the secretary's threat 
was lent strength by his assertion that 
he had the complete co-operation of 
the attorney-general and the forces of 
the department of justice in prosecut- 
ing the offenders arrested. 

The latest tabulation showed that 
1,424 arrests had been made by agents 
of the alcohol tax unit; 614 by nar- 
cotics; 279 by customs; 55 by the 
secret service; 16 by the coast guard, 
and 1 arrest by the intelligence unit. 

The coast guard reports, completely 
only for the western area, showed 
that 1,660 vessels had been boarded 
during the two days, resulting in the 
assessment of fines totaling $12,150.

Crop damage and livestock losses in- 
creased today as the St. Francis, 
White and Black rivers spread out 
through a riddled levee system in 
southern Missouri and northeast Ar- 
kansas.

When many persons crowd together 
in water, they are likely to exchange 
germs. Bathingf in the Ganges has 
been blamed for the spread of cholera 


in India.

FIELDS > STREAMS 
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Reams of paper have been filled 
with descriptions of bird calls, Most 


of this attention has been given to| 
song birds. There are all sorts of 
methods of transliterating the bird 
calls, none of which have ever been 
satisfactory to me. The bare words 
don’t mean anything in place of the 
warbling and trilling of the birds 
themselves. The calls of night birds, 
on the @ther hand, have not _ been 
given the attention they merit. 


There is a fascination about the 
night birds that cannot long re- 
sisted by anyone. The owls take the 
premier position in nocturnal bird 
life, of course, and they are nowhere 
as abundant as the diurnal or day- 
flying birds. This is true just as it 
is in the case of mammals and is one 
of the fundamental laws of ecology. 
It may be stated in this way—a spe- 
cies is abundant in any locality in 
direct proportion to the available food 
supply. The same thing works out in 
predator relationships. There will al- 
wavs be fewer foxes than field mice. 

Watching the owls, then, is a diffi- 
cult job and there is a decided limit 
as to the extent of studies it is pos- 


e filled in from the laboratory end 
of zoological research. 

The great horned owls of Mich- 
igan, for example, are nesting in late 
winter, before the snows have stopped 
falling. I once knew a fellow who 
was working out the life history of 
this species and he had to be in the 
field under all sorts of conditions, 
just because the owls would insist on 
nesting much too soon for the com- 


fort of struggling zoologists. The 


great horned owl is one of the largest 
of our night birds, and the most 
bloodthirsty killer of all owls. It is 
the one that has cast so much 
shame on the other owls, in the 
minds of sportsmen who reason that 
any owl is a quail-killer if the great 
horned owl is. This owl is a ma-

wings move him about silently as the | 
passage of light.

of Danzig as it did the Saar basin 
was under way today. 

Starting with a huge mass meeting 
followed by a torchlight parade, the 
campaign aims at conquering a two-

|tions April 7. The results are being 
Closely watched in Berlin. 

Something like 1,300 meetings are 
scheduled for the next three weeks 
while Danzig civil servants are going 
to a “nazi school” to learn how to be 
good national socialists. Prominent 
|Party leaders are being imported from 
Berlin to “teach” public servants. 
| Recent dismissal of 300 railway 
workers of German origin by Polish 
officials has thrown a labor problem 
into the elections. 

The nazis are using what they term 
“Polish discrimination against Ger- 
mans” as a war cry in their fight to 
capture absolute control of the city’s 
parliament. They now have a major- 
ity in the volkstag, but they want 


a new election. 

The nazis say the Poles. who man- 
age the free city’s railways and have 
a lot to say about Danzig’s harbor, 
are trying to force Germans to give 
up their nationality. 

Mass meetings protesting against 
Polish management are being held 
and memorials presented to the sen- 
ate. Claims are made that German 
railway workers are in misery and 
that even white-collar employes are 
having to fight for their posts and 
pensions. The same is_ true, the 
nazis say, in Danzig’s harbor, which 
is administered by a board consisting 
of an equal number of Polish and 
Danish citizens with a Swiss presi- 
dent.
